The chief symptom of catarrh as far as the 


patient is concerned is the secretion of an ab- 
normally large amount of mucus from the in- 
flamed mucous membrane. The first discharge 
is often clear, copious and irritating. Later it 
may become frothy, thicker and more yellow 
or it may become even brown in color 

A severe case of catarrh of the throat may 
cause an. unpleasant odor of the breath, nausea 
and coughing. Catarrhal inflammation of the 
throat or the bronchial tubes may necessitate 
spitting, coughing or hacking, which are annoy- 
ing to others and embarrassing to the patient 

In a chronic catarrhal inflammation the 
mucous membrane itself may undergo several 
changes, becoming engorged, congested, boggy, 
and relaxed. Because of continued congestion it 
is frequently redder than normal, although occa- 
sionally it may be pale 

One of the most common errors in regard to 
catarrh is to regard it as a purely local disturb- 
ance and hence depend upon local treatment. 


The catarrhal exudate should not be stopped or 
suppressed. Usually any attempt to stop it 
quickly with sprays, gargles or other remedies 
does not meet with lasting success, as the catarrh 
slowly and surely returns. Local treatments 
alone are not effective as a general rule, because 
the complete elimination of catarrh requires a 
treatment to improve the blood strea 

Possibly there are more discouraged sufferers 
from catarrh than from any other common com- 
plaint. In my practice I have seen many catar- 
rhal patients who have tried everything without 
success and are still at a loss to know what is 
best for them to do. 


These patients should learn first, that catarrh 
is not a local disease, but a disease of the whole 
System; second, that the method which seems to 
be the longest way to relieve c h is real 
Shortest way; and third, that catarrhal dischar, 
is really a favorable t nsofar as 
moves from the body naterials which 
the system is unable nate through
